We acknowledge that Glen Vollmar, 


University of Nebraska agricultural econo- 
mist described the end of free hunting in a 
fashion we have all known for sometime, 
but never expressed.

stream sportsman could satisfy his desire 
almost anywhere without infringing on his 
neighbor. But that is a long gone state of 
facts, though many of us still believe we 
can play under the old rules. 


Nowadays there is a price to hunting 


and fishing and it doesn't relfect the farm- 


er's greed. It represents the cost of danger 
and Inconvenience to a land owner who has 
dedicated his soil to crop and livestock pro- 
duction. It is still a vaporous arrangement 
but it calls for rationalization, lest we fall 
into the position of Europe where only the 
very wealthy and privileged can enjoy a 
pleasure that should belong to all. 


It behooves the sportsman to- bring 


neighborly discipline -to his sport. And it 
behooves the property owner to make suit- 
able preparation for the hunter and fisher- 
man, and to take more regard for the im- 
provement of wildlife on his place. He has 
a crop there that can justify his efforts 
and he can also do his part in preserving a 
sport that should be preserved. 


It is time for hunters and property 


owners to seek means of cooperation for 
the benefit of all.

Reader principles, mainly work hard and 
keep your mouth shut, and glory in a 
benign form of facelessness. 


We doubt that the paper had a single 


reader who actually felt or lived that way, 
but who always presumed that a great 


number of Americans actually did. 


This is a curious editorial policy, but 


it must be a good one if more than a million 
buyers show up every week. It must in 
some way appeal to an American tribal 
yearning that is seldom expressed in ev- 
ery day life. It leads one to believe that 
people are mystics. 


One can find Grit on some news stands, 


but its circulation is best illustrated by a 
nameless boy watching a marble game and 
clutching two copies for which t h e r e 
never seems to be a buyer, but neverthe- 
less is purchased by more than a million 
persons. It represents the softest sale in 
existence. 


We don't believe there is a computer 


in the business that could formulate the 
loyalty to this paper, but certainly such 
exists.

Stupid Report On Farm Losses 


From The Des Mohics Register 


A recent news story by the Associated 


Press summarized a study by the Tinted 
States Department of Agriculture which 
concluded that crop. li\estock and other 
crop losses sutl'ercd by farmers total $113 
billion a year, or about 40 per cent of gioss 
sales of farm products. The losses referred 
to are those caused by insects, diseases, 
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air pollutants, nematodes, weeds, fire, in- 
efficient 
farm operations and inadequate 


har\ c.^ting. 


That seems to cover about everything 


\\lnch caused a reduction in farm produc- 
tion below what it would have been if 
conditions hud been perfect and farmers 
had tanned perfectly \\ith the latest me- 
thod?. 


In making a calculation of this kind, 


the calculators of course had to make an 
assumption about prices. They apparently 
a.vaimed that the "lost" production would 
:-ell at the same prices as were actually 
received by farmers for what they mar- 
keted. 


This is so unscholarly and gives such 


a fallacious picture of' the agricutural 
economy that we are surprised the De- 
partment of Agriculture published it. 


If all the lost production had been put 


on the market, prices would have fallen to 
disaster levels. The gross returns of farm- 
ers for the larger volume would have been 
far less than S37 billion. For agriculture 
o.s a whole, the losses from producing the 
added volume would be far greater than 
the imaginary losses from not producing it.

JACKSON HOLE, Wyo. - 


The intellectual community 
has been the segment of the 
nation m o s t reluctant to 
judge the President and Mrs. 
Johnson on the merits of 
what they s e-e k to accom- 
plish. Its absorption in mat- 
ters of style rather than in 
Content has often seemed al- 
most total. 


This pattern was broken 


here by President Russell E. 
Train 
of the conservation 


foundation, who finds in the 
Johnson efforts to promote 
natural beauty n ot a "cos- 
metic approach" but a "crea- 
tive and unprecedented effort 
to bring man and nature into 
productive harmony." Train, 
a former judge of the United 
States Tax Court, delivered 
the keynote address at the 
conservation conference 
at 


which Mrs. Johnson spoke 
Tuesday night. 


Train was polite but firm 


with his associates in conser- 
vation, warning them they 
had seemed to many to be 
limited to Velatively small 
groups representing rather 
specialized interests. Now, he 
said, men and women who 
never understood conserva- 
tion have found in the John- 
son drive for natural beauty 
something they can under- 
stand and care about for 
themselves and t h e i r chil- 
dren. 


"Conservation," he pro- 


claimed, "is being placed 
where it belongs — in the 
hands of all the people."

His enthusiasm is not hard 


to understand. It has been a 
long time since conservation 
has had in the White House 
such a persevering friend as 
Mrs. Johnson and so adroit 
a political champion as the 
President.

Change it we must, he in- 
sisted, "or we shall fail in our 
search for fundamental qual- 
ity in our environment." 


For the most part he was 


severely practical, suggest- 
ing to'the rather sheltered 
audience of G a r d e n Club 
members and conservation- 
ists that Los Angeles is look- 
ing over its shoulders with 
its riots and disorder. Mrs. 
Johnson has already opened 
the door to many groups in 
labor and in the many minor- 
ities which have had no pre- 
vious connection w i t h the 
cause. At the present meet- 
ing, these were conspicious 
by their absence. 


M u c h of the legislation 


which the President h a s 
whipped through with such 
flair has b e e n long in pro- 
cess, with its pioneers long 
forgotten. This c a n n o t be 
said of the new conservation 
endeavor which, as Train ac- 
knowledged, has been rather 
specialized until now. It be- 
gan largely as a push tor 
nature sanctuaries and for 
the great parks where Amer- 
icans find recreation.

The town of publication is Wil­ 
liamsport, Penn. For all of its long life it 
probably has been the largest circulating 
weekly newspaper. Its peak list was 1,170,- 
000. Its news and editorial comment was 
alway s directed toward the common, hum ­ 
ble man, living according to McGuffcy 
R eader principles, mainly work hard and 
keep y our mouth sliuU and glory in a 
benign form of facelessness. 
We doubt that the paper had a single 
reader who actually felt or lived that way , 
but who alway s presum ed that a great 


num ber of Americans actually did. 
This is a curious editorial policy , but 
it must be a good one if m ore than a million 
buy ers show up every week. It m ust in 
some way appeal to an American tribal 
y earning that is .seldom expressed in ev­ 
ery day life. It leads one to believe that 
people are my stics. 
One can find G rit on .some news stands, 
but it.s circulation is best illustrated by a 
nameless boy watching a m arble gam e and 
clutching two copies 
for which 
t h e r e 
never seems to be a buy er, but neverthe­ 
less is purchased by more than 
a million 
persons. It represents the softest sale in 
existence. 
We don't believe there 
In the business that could 
loy alty to this paper, but 
exists.

Stupid Report On Farm Losses 


From The Dcs Moines Register 
recent news story by the .A.ssociatt'd 
Press sum m arized a study by the I niicd 
States D epartm ent of .Agriculture which 
concluded that crop, livestock and utiier 
crop losses suffered by farm ers total $14.3 
billion a y ear, or about 40 per cent of gro.s.s 
sales of farm products. The losses referred 
to are those caused by insects, diseases. 
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air pollutants, nem atodes, vveejds. fire, in­ 
efficient farm operations and inadequate 
harv est mg. 
Tliat seems to cover about every thing 
which caused a reduction in farm produc­ 
tion below what it would have been if 
conditions had been perfect and farm ers 
had larm ed iHutectly with the latest m e­ 
thods. 
In making a calculation of this kind, 
the calculators of course had to make an 
assumption about prices. They apparently 
assum ed that the “ lost" production would 
sell at the sam e prices as were actually 
received by farm ers for what they m ar­ 
keted. 


This pattern was broken 
here by President Russell E. 
Train

foundation, who finds in the 
Johnson efforts to promote 
natural beauty n o t a “cos­ 
metic approach" but a “ crea­ 
tive and unprecedented effort 
to bring man and nature into 
productive harm ony .”

Following passage of LB925, 


State AFL-CIO Attorney Au- 
gust Ross moved that t h e 
LB628 appeal be dismissed on 
the grounds questions over its 
constitutionality were m a d e 
moot by the action on LB925. 


However, Meyer said in the 


high court brief that until the 
state court rules on LB925, 
the question involved in LB628 
"is not moot and a dismis- 
sal of this appeal at t h i s 
time might substantially prej- 
udice the rights of citizens of 
Nebraska in that all rights to 
review by this (U.S. Supreme) 
Court would be lost." 


Meyer told newsmen Ross 


agreed the request to defer 
a decision on the LB628 ap- 
peal was the proper action.

Choice Delayed 


Washington (UPI) - T h e 


Atomic Energy Commission 
said it will be at least l a t e 
September before it is ready 
to announce the final list of 
places being considered for 
its $80 million atom smasher.
